Mr,  Chairman 5  Gen tl omen, 

I  have  plea.sure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  tov/n  for  the  year  1966.  The  report  takes  its  usual 
form  and  contains  a  section  on  the  work  of  the  Puhlic  Health 
Inspectors  and  Cleansing  Department  and  also  a  section  on  those 
services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in  this  area. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  births  increased  to  330  from 
320  in  1965  giving  a  corrected  live  birth  rate  of  l6.87o  The 
number  of  deaths  remained  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  but  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  from  15»53  to  27*27 
although  the  overall  trend  shows  a  declining  rate  since  the  turn  of 
the  century.  The  estimated  population  is  higher  than  last  year, 

We  have  fortunately  been  spared  any  major  epidemics  or  mass 
immunization  campaigns  as  happened  in  19^5  hut  I  would  repeat  the 
need  for  parents  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  available 
at  their  ovm  general  practitioners  surgeries  or  at  the  clinics. 

It  is  a  pity  that  one  of  the  main  stimulants  for  smallpox  vaccin¬ 
ation  is  that  the  individual  concerned  is  going  abroad  for  a 
holiday  rather  than  a  desire  to  be  protected  against  this  disease. 

During  the  year  a  survey  of  houses  with  an  expected  life  not 
exceeding  fifteen  years  was  imdertaken  and  presented  to  you.  This 
list  of  930  houses  you  approved  and  it  will  form  the  basis  for 
action  in  the  years  to  come  as  we  are  almost  at  the  end  of  the  task 
you  sot  the  department  in  1955  oP  clearing  the  tov/n  of  2,109  unfit 
properties , 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  have 
given  invaluable  help  and  advice  and  I  would  like  to  thank  them 
along  v/ith  the  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  support.

PHYSICAL  FEi^TURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  rou^ily  triangular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Dukinfield 
and  on  the  north  west  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  east  by  Mossley  aiid  Mottram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  p)oint  is  the  boundary  of  Lancashire 
and  Cheshire,  divides  the  tovra.5  the  northern  half  lies  in  Lancashire, 
whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire.  For  administrative 
purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in  Cheshire. 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  Ys  miles 
east  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of  the  tovm  is 
built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  4OO  feet  above  sea  level, 
the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000  feet. 

SOCIAL  COHDITIONS 

I  am  indebted  to  Miss  M.D.  Longden  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
for  the  figures  relating  to  industry  in  the  town.  From  them  it  will 
be  seen  that  textiles  continue  to  employ  the  bulk  of  the  people 
working  in  the  tovm,  the  next  in  order  of  importance  being  engineer¬ 
ing  and  electrical  goods. 
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The  comparative  average  of  unemployed  increased  slightly 
from  133  in  19^5  to  136  in  1966  (97  men  and  39  women),  the 
highest  figure  of  175  "being  reached  in  December.  The  figures 
include  40  disa'bled  persons  of  v/hom  32  are  men  -  a  slight 
decrease  on  the  19^5  figures.  The  numbers  engaged  in  the

BIRTH  RATE 

There  v;as  an  increase  in  the  hirths  in  the  Borough  in  1966  when 
330  v/ere  recorded.  This  figore  is  made  up  of  173  males  and  157  females, 
and  gives  a  corrected  livehirth  rate  of  16.87  per  thousand  population. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  from  20  to  25  representing 
7.7  of  all  births.  This  rate  has  for  many  years  vanied  between  4^  and 
5/0  but  the  last  five  years  have  shown  a  gradual  increase

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DEATH  RATE 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  remained  the  same  at  300 
Of  these  154  males  and  146  were  females  giving  a  crude  death 

rate  of  18.82  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalybridge,  that  is  the  death 
rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age  and  sex  distri 
bution  in  Stalybridge  compared  with  the  country  as  a  ¥/hole,  v/as 
14»37»  Once  again  the  commonest  cause  of  death  vms  heart  disease 
which  claimed  35  victims  against  102  in  Coronary  disease 

accounted  for  62  of  these  deaths,  a  slight  decrease  on  the  year 
before  when  there  were  70.  Chest  conditions  resulted  in  the 
deaths  of  62  people  (35  male  and  27  female)  included  in  w^ich 
figure  are  8  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  26  deaths  from 
bronchitis  and  23  from  pneumonia. 

The  number  of  suicides  decreased  from  9  19^5  to  5  during 

the  year  under  review. 

IHFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

There  were  9  infant  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with 
5  in  1965*  This  represents  a  rate  of  27 <>27  (15«53  in  1965)* 
Swings  of  this  nature  are  likely  v/hen  dealing  with  small 
numbers  but  I  would  call  your  attention  to  Table  VI  ?diich  shows 
the  downw.ard  trend  since  1900. 

STILLBIRTHS 

There  were  6  stillbirths  notified  in  1966  giving  a  rate  of 
17.86  i^er  thousand  related  births  (35*93  in  1965). 

NEQgNATiiL  DEATH  RATE 

The  neo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  4  v/eeks  of  age  per  thousand  livebirths, 
was  18.18  compared  with  12.42  in  1965* 

PERI -NATAL  DEATH  RATE 

Tliis  rate  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period  surround¬ 
ing  the  birth  and  includes  both  neo-natal  deaths  and  stillbirths. 
It  increased  this  year  from  47*91  io  35*71* 

MiiTERNAL  MORTALITY

SPECIFIC  IJIFECTIONS 


The  nnniber  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  v/as  328 
“  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  caused  hy  a  higher  incidence 
of  measles.  The  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  not 
particularly  troublesome.  Although  it  is  apparent  that  many 
illnesses  of  an  infectious  nature  are  prevalent  in  the  tovm.^ 
possibly  of  viral  origin,  in  most  cases  the  mechanism  of  spread 
and  incubation  period  is  imperfectly  understood  and  their  control 
difficult.  There  is  need  for  some  reorientation  of  thinking  on 
the  subject  of  notifiable  diseases  and  although  the  Ministry'-  keeps 
the  situation  under  review  there  have  been  no  major  changes  in 
policy  for  many  years. 
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For  some  years  past  the  Regional  Controller  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  has  issued  weekly  figures  of  the  number 
of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit  made  during  the  preceding  seven  days.. 
This  is  a  useful  guide  to  the  sickness  in  the  to’jm  although  it  does  not. 
unfortunately,  specify  the  conditions  responsible.  The  figures  obtained 
from  the  Ministry  are  shown  in  graphical  form  belov/  -

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee. 

¥\r.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Section  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  1966. 

The  main  effort  of  the  staff  was  again  directed  into  four 
channels  -  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses |  Smoke  Control  Areani  Meat 
Inspection I  and  maintaining  a  reasonably  efficient  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  Service. 

Our  target  of  representing  250  houses  per  year  was  again 
achieved  -  we  are  no?/  very  near  to  having  dealt  with  2,000 
houses  since  1954* 

Two  further  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  -  the  High  St. /Rollins 
Area  covers  only  new  development,  but  the  Mottram  Rd./Mottram 
Old  Rd.  Area  includes  470  existing  houses  plus  a  considerable 
amount  of  private  development.  The  amount  of  domestic  and 
industrial  smoke  emitted  into  the  atmosphere  has  been  falling 
considerably  over  the  last  fev7  years.  At  the  Health  Centre  in 
Stamford  Street  we  take  readings  covering  24  hours  each  and  every 
day  and  it  is  very  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  1966 
figures  covering  the  whole  year  show  a  drop  in  smoke  pollution 
of  29!^  and  a  drop  in  SO2  pollution  of  compared  to 
Weather  conditions  do  influence  readings  but,  even  bearing  this 
in  mind,  the  drop  is  dramatic  and  something  that  all  who  are 
interest  in  achieving  Clean  Air  can  be  proud  of. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  our  one  slaughterhouse  v/ere 
again  inspected  -  this  was  achieved  by  the  sacrifice  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  weekend  leisure,  particularly  on  every 
Sunday  throughout  the  year,  including  Easter  Sunday I 

In  spite  of  shortage  of  labour?  absence  of  men  due  to 
sickness  and  vehicle  breakdowns,  a  reasonable  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  service  was  maintained.  Fortimately  v/e  receive 
veiy  few  complaints  but  the  service  becomes  more  and  more 
difficult  to  administer  and  is  a  constant  headache.  Refuse 
Disposal  by  controlled  tipping  continues  but  due  to  refuse 
containing  so  little  ash  and  so  much  paper  and  general  rubbish, 
control  becomes  increasingly  difficult.  We  are  dependent  on  the 
Loading  Shovel  for  handling  the  refuse  and  covering  it  -  if  the 
machine  is  out  of  action,  even  for  one  day  -  we  are  in  trouble, 
particularly  if  the  v/eather  is  dry  and  windy. 
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It  is  again  very  pleasing  to  report  loyal  and  conscientious 
service  "by  all  members  of  the  staff  -  we  have  very  few  changes  - 
this  helps  the  administration  of  the  department  considerably  and 
gives  continuity  of  effort. 

I  would  again  like  to  record  the  encouragement  always 
received  from  the  Chairmen,  Deputy  Chairmen  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee.

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DISPOSAL 


Nearly  all  the  refuse  was  again  disposed  of  at  the 
Brushes  Tip.  A  small  amount  was  taken  to  Q^iarr^r  Street  when 
very  had  weather  conditions  made  tipping  a,t  the  Brushes 
impracticable . 

The  proposed  arrangements  to  operate  a  joint  tip  at  Hall 
Quarry  with  Dukinfield  Corporation  fell  through.  It  was  not 
possible  to  come  to  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  owners 
of  the  Quarry  and  adjacent  land  for  access  to  the  Quarry. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  Stonecliffe  Quarry  were 
completed  -  this  v/ill  give  an  estimated  15-20  years  tipping 
space . 

Discussions  on  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  joint 
pulverisation  plant  to  serve  Ashton,  Dukinfield  &  Stalybridge 
continued  at  office  level.  Several  pulverisation  plants  were 
visited  and  it  is  hoped  to  form  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  three 
authorities  to  further  consider  the  suggested  scheme. 

The  V/eatherill  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  purchased  early 
in  1963  was  replaced  in  September  by  a  12H  ”B”  two  wheel  drive 
machine  of  the  same  make. 

Interference  on  the  Brushes  Tip  by  tresspassers  and 
vandals  resulted  in  the  occasional  small  fire  -  these  were 
extinguished  ourselves  without  having  to  call  on  the  services 
of  the  fire  service.  This  interference  and  indiscriminate 
tipping  by  the  roadside  at  weekend  are  a  continual  source  of 
annoyance.  Apart  from  employing  the  service  of  a  watchman 
little  effective  action  can  be  taken.

The  prohlem  is  likely  to  continue  to  increase  if  disposable  milk 
containers  are  to  come  into  large  scale  use  the  storage  and 
disposal  will  present  difficulties. 


Maintaining  the  refuse  collection  .gangs  at  full  strength  was 
again  a  prohlem  -  42  men  were  engaged  to  fill  3  positions.’ 
Fortunately,  a  large  percentage  of  our  men  are  reliable  and  con¬ 
scientious  hut  when  a  number  of  the  older  men  retire  one  wonders 
what  sort  of  a  service  v/ill  he  provided. 


In  spite  of  labour  difficulties  and  a  very  high  sickness 
rate,  over  ^jfo  of  the  Borough  had  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
except  immediately  following  holiday  periods-  the  remaining 
7irere  normally  on  a  collection  rota  of  one  day  over  a  week. 

Continued  development  of  the  town  will  shortly  mean  the 
employment  of  additional  labour  or  the  introduction  of  a  bin 
collection  bonus  scheme.

Dukinfield  Clinics 

The  new  clinic  at  Dewsnap  Lane  continues  to  thrive  and  sessions 
are  well  attended  there.  Most  facilities  are  available  and  the  centre 
is  proving  very  convenient  and  popular.  During  the  year  the  total 
attendances  at  both  Dewsnap  Lane  and  King  Street  were  3 >992  an  increase 
over  1965  and  the  major  proportion,  2,186  were  made  at  the  new  clinic. 
272  new  cases  were  seen. 


Two  health  Visitors,  Mrs.  Sherratt  and  Mrs.  Lee  wore  appointed 
during  the  year,  although  for  a  considerable  time  we  were  working  with 
only  one  in  the  tovm  along  v/itli  a  State  Registered  Nurse  who  gave 
invaluable  assistance. 


Stalybridge  Clinics 

The  attendances  at  both  our  Stalybridge  clinics  increased  during 
the  year  -  to  4jl3l  at  the  Health  Centre  and  to  1,294  at  Millbrook. 

The  number  of  nev;  cases  also  rose  to  228  and  67  respectively.  The 
Millbrook  clinic  continues  to  serve  a  useful  purpose  to  an  expanding 
population  but  is  still  much  under  used  and,  although  it  is  impossible 
to  transfer  some  of  the  work  of  the  main  clinic  if  only  on  staff 
grounds,  I  think  there  is  ample  clinic  time  available  there  for 
voluntary.'-  or  other  organisations  who  may  wish  to  use  it.

General 


All  of  our  Health  Visiting  Staff  are  novv  attached  to  general 
practitioners  and  the  system  is  proving  a  valuable  link  for  the  two 
services  in  the  area  to  our  mutual  benefit. 

There  were  many  staff  changes  during  the  year  which  was 
remarkable  for  the  difficulties  we  encountered  in  this  direction. 
vie  have  always  prided  ourselves  on  the  stability  of  the  staff  since 
the  beginning  of  the  Divisional  Health  system  in  1948  and.  1966  was 
guilty  of  breaking  this  record.  However,  several  excellent  appoint¬ 
ments  have  been  made  and  one  hopes  many  more  years  will  elapse  before 
1986  is  repeated. 

Births 


There  was  a  considerable  fall  in  births  during  the  year  from  6l1 
to  555*  i^be  record  for  the  last  three  years  is  645?  611,  555  a  trend 
rather  contr.ary  to  that  of  the  whole  country.  Of  these  births  374 
68,37°  occurred  in  hospital  or  maternity  home.  The  large  number  of 
bookings  in  hospital  has  meant  the  adoption  of  a  priority  system  for 
admission  and  the  inauguration  of  an  early  discharge  after  delivery. 
Homo  and  social  conditions  are  assessed  by  this  department  and  iie 
have  yet  to  have  a  refusal  on  an  adverse  report  from  me.  The  midv/ives 
themselves,  assess  conditions  in  order  to  holp  the  hospital  decide 
whether  a  patient  can  be  discharged  after  48  hours  of  delivery.

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Problem  Families 


At  present  there  are  35  knovm.  problem  familes  in  the 
Division  and  a  great  deal  of  effort  is  expended  by  all  members 
of  the  staff  in  an  attempt  to  uplift  and  finally  resolve  the 
family  problems  and  rehabilitate  the  family. 

A  bi-monthly  case  conference  is  held  convened  by  the  Area 
Children’s  Officer  and  attended  by  representatives  from  the 
interested  departments  and  voluntary  bodies. 

Much  use  is  m*ade  of  voluntary  bodies,  particularly  Y/.R.V.S. 
and  SoS.A.F.A.  in  provision  of  cash  grants  and  clothing  to  needy 
families.  The  cash  grants  usually  are  obtained  to  pay  rent 
arrears  when  eviction  is  threatened  and  to:  alleviate  other  debts 
v/hich  may  be  creating  problems. 

No  praise  is  too  high  for  the  help  given  to  us  for  these 
families  by  the  voluntary  bodies  concerned.  Certain  families 
seem  at  times  destined  to  remain  at  odds  with  society  and  reject 
the  standards  laid  down  hj  our  modern  civilization.  They  constantly 
need,  although  are  not  alv/ays  willing  to  accept,  the  assistance  of 
most  of  the  social  services  and  there  is  always  the  danger  that 
their  children  will  come  to  accept  the  warped  family  standards  as 
normal  thus  perpetuating  the  problem.  There  are  a  number  of  hard 
core  cases  v;ho  fail  to  respond  completely  in  spite  of  our  help  and 
advice  but  the  picture  is  lightened  at  tines  when  success  is  achieved.

There  was  a  small  increase  in  the  sale  of  all  Ministry  of  Health 
welfare  foods  with  the  exception  of  vitamin  tablets.  The  impression 
remains  ’jith  me,  ho7/ever,  that  many  mothers  put  their  babies  on  one  or 
other  of  the  more  expensive  brands,  often  quite  unnecessarily.

The  cost  of  the  Day  Nursery  service  continues  to  increase 
year  by  year  and  1966  v/as  no  exception  to  this  rule.

V/e  ai’e  finding  an  increasing  demandj  for  assistance ,  from 
handicapped  persons,  -  a  result  rather  of  an  increasing  knov/ledge 
of  vYhat  the  Committee  can  provide  than  of  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases.  IXiring  the  year  ilrs.  M.  Harris  Vv’-as  appointed  part-time 
occupational  therapist  and  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  her  time  in 
advising  and  assisting  patients  with  small  adaptations  and  aids 
within  the  home  34  patients  have  been  referred  for  help  and 
advice  -  very  often  the  provision  of  a  simple  aid  smd  advice  on 
planning  is  all  that  is  recjuired.  Occasionally  more  complex  vYork 
is  required  but  it  is  obvious  that  the  'vYork  of  the  occupational 
therapist  is  becoming  a  necessar^Y  part  of  maintaining  a  patient 
in  happy  home  surroundings . 

.  The  Dukinfield  Craft  Class  continued  on  Tuesday  afternoons 
arid  has  noY;  extended  its  progracmie  to  alternate  Thursday  evenings 
for  social  activities.  The  Stalybridge  Craft  Class  opened  in  June 
on  Thursday  afternoons  and  attendance  at  this  centre  continues  to 
increase. 


I  would  particularly  mention  the  excellent  work  done  by  the 
Cripples  Help  Society  in  providing  craft  instruction 5  the  Ihilcinfield 
Auxiliary  for  social  vYork  at  Dukinfield  and  the  Inner  V/heel  Club  for 
help  at  the  Stalybridge  Centre. 


Transport  is  provided  to  enable  the  severely  handicapped  to 
reach  the  centres  and  one  must  mention  the  v/ork  of  llr.  Ellis  of 
Ashton  MiniCabs  who  is  so  helpful  in  this  service.

Thare  vzere  a  total  of  150  cases  of  mental  illness  referred  to 
the  Local  Mental  Health  Department  for  appropriate  action  under  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1959?  various  other  allied  acts.  This  was 
made  up  of  68  Males  and  82  Females  and  all  cases  were  referred  to 
the  appropriate  department  for  treatment. 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959?  there 
has  heen  a  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  patients  who  have  been 
removed  on  a  comimlsory  basis  under  that  act  into  hospital.  This 
was  envisaged  with  the  better  facilities  and  more  adequate  staffing 
of  the  Mental  YiTolfare  Departments  to  carry  out  the  after  care 
necessary  to  maintain  people  in  the  community  who  are  suffering  from 
mental  illness.  For  the  whole  of  the  area  covered  by  the  Mental 
YJelfare  Departmont ,  Officers  from  this  department  made  1,287  after 
care  visits  to  the  homes  of  people  suffering  from  mental  disorder. 

In  close  co-operation  v/ith  the  Hospital  Service,  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  have  accompanied  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  to 
patients'  homes  on  204  occasions  with  a  view  to  deciding  the  best 
form  of  treatment  to  be  afforded  to  the  patient. 

Domicilliary  supervision  of  Subnormal  and  Severely  Subnormal 
patients  residing  in  the  community  have  been  carried  out  within  the 
district  and  a  total  of  553  visits  were  made  to  them  by  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers.  During  the  year  3  Males  and  4  Females  were 
admitted  into  various  Homes  and  Hospitals  for  Subnormal  children  on 
a  short  term  basis,  in  order  to  give  the  relatives  some  respite  from 
their  responsibilities.  1  Male  Subnormal  v;as  admitted  on  a  permanent 
basis  into  Local  Authority  Hostel  accommodation. 

Unfortunately,  during  the  year,  2  patients  were  committed  to 
hospital  by  the  Magistrates  Court  under  Section  60  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act  and  1  male  was  committed  to  Rampton  Special  Hospital  by 
the  Court  of  Wi^arter  Sessions.  In  each  of  these  cases  this  depart¬ 
ment  was  involved  and  we  eventually  transferred  patients  to  the 
hospital  named  in  the  order. 
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Patients  in  the  cornmnnity  have  hoen  conveyed  to  the  Out 
Patients'  Clinic  for  consultation  \Yith  the  Consultant 
Psychiatrists  or  to  receive  treatment  tliroughout  the  year,  as 
and  ’.Then  necessary,  and  close  contact  has  been  maintained  at 
all  times  with  the  Psychiatrists  and  hospital  staff  covering 
this  areao 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Grange  Road  Youth  Club 
for  Subnormals  continues  to  flourish  and  meetings  are  held 
each  V/ednesday  at  the  Hyde  Adult  Training  Centre.  ¥e  did  have 
some  difficulty  in  organising  transport  to  convey  them  to  the 
Club,  but  this  has  nov;  been  eliminated  by  the  kind  offer  of  the 
loan  of  a  minibus  from  Glengarth  and  also  by  M.E.N.C.A.P. 

Society  ?j-ho  have  undertaken  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  second 
minibus  for  the  conveyance  of  trainees.
